I. Claims 1-8, drawn to a method of manufacturing a wiring substrate, classified in 
class 29, subclass 832. 

II. Claims 9-17, drawn to another method of manufacturing a wiring substrate, 
classified in class 29, subclass 846. 

2. The inventions are distinct, each fi"om the other because of the following reasons: 
Inventions I and II are related as combination and subcombination. Inventions in this 
relationship are distinct if it can be shown that (1) the combination as claimed does not require 
the particulars of the subcombination as claimed for patentability, and (2) that the 
subcombination has utility by itself or in other combinations (MPEP § 806.05(c)). In the instant 
case, the combination as claimed does not require the particulars of the subcombination as 
claimed because the method of manufacturing a wiring substrate as recited in Group I does not 
require a plurality of external junction terminals formed over a rear surface of the substrate
